THE MYERS SUBORNATION OASE. 
The case of Issaac Myers, of the town of 
Spring Grove, Green county, which has 
gained considerable notoriety, was con­ 
cluded at Madison the latter part of last 
week, the defendant being fouLd guilty of 
the crime of subornation of perjury. It 
does not often happen that a person is ar­ 
rested on the charge of suborning w it­ 
nesses, and when charged, convictions are 
rare owing to the fact that positive evi­ 
dence against the person chirged with the 
crime is difficult to obtain. 
These facts 
have attached to the case of Myers consid­ 
erable interest, and the ground on either 
side has been hotly contested by the best 
lawyers in Southern Wisconsin. 
A brief history of tho case is thus: 
List 
December, Mr. Myers was put on trial 
before the Green County Circuit to answer 
to the charge of committing rape upon a 
girl only nine or ten years old, 
It was 
charged that the crime was committed in a 
blacksmith shop where Myers was at work. 
The testimony of the girl was the only 
testimony against him. 
During this trial 
two witnesses were .offered on the part of 
the defense—Clemens and Wagner. 
They 
were prepared to swear, and did swear, 
that at the time cf the alleged raping was 
going on, they were 
on 
the outside 
of the shop, lookiug through a knot-hole, 
aud were watching what was going on 
within, and that they saw nothing wrong 
Tuis cleared Myers, the jury hading him 
n it guilty. 
Notwithstanding his acquittal, there was 
strong suspicion that both Clemens and 
Wagner were suborned by Myers, and 
hence he was arrested on the charge of 
subornation of perjury, and the case taken 
to the Waukesha Circuit for trial. 
The 
charge in this case was that of suborning 
Wagner, and after a long and bitter figh 
Myers was acquitted. 
He wa9 again ar­ 
rested, the case being taken to the Dane 
Circuit,and after another hot legal fight, 
he was found guilty of hiring Clemens 
to swear falsely in his behalf. 
The prosecution of this important case 
was conducted by District Clawson, ot 
Green, and Bennett &> Sale, of this city. 
The counsel for the defense consisted of 
Judge Dunwiddie and A. S. Douglas, of 
Monroe, Jobq Winans, of Janesville, ani 
William F. Vilas, of Madison. It is said 
that the cross-examinatioa of Myers, by 
John R. Bennett, was the sharpest and 
most searching which had been heard lo 
that circuit for years. He charged upon 
the defendant with all the force at his 
command, and scattered his statements 
right and .left. The severity with wa ic Ii 
he conducted the cross-examination com­ 
pletely demolished the witness and created 
a scene in which the attorneys took part, 
th it rarely happens In Court The import* 
anceof the case and the desperate charac­ 
ter of the crimes charged against Myers, 
aroused much interest on both sides, and 
Mr. Bennett never appeared to a better ad­ 
vantage than when he had the defendant 
under 
cross-examination. 
In 
the 
cross examination of a witness 
under 
circumstances like these. Mr. Bennett dis­ 
plays remarkable ability, and in fact has no 
superior in the State. 
It is understood that the case will be 
taken to the Supreme Court if Judge 
stewart agrees to grant the necessary stay 
of proceedings. 
In the mean time Mr. 
Myers will be bailed out, the bonds being 
fixed at $5,000. The sentence, should the 
Court reluse to grant a stay of proceedings, 
will be not less than three nor more than 
fourteen years in the State Prison* The 
defendant Is 45 years old, and has a wife 
aud children.

A very singular case comes from Bur­ 
gettstown, which place the Rev. Dr. Mar­ 
cus Ormond left on Saturday, that he 
might walk through the Southern States 
in search of health.

*fck tor Clara. The physicians advised 
mat his mind should not be overstrained 
again. 
They also concluded that his 
weight should be reduced, for he was in 
robust physical health, and he was fed 
with skimmed milk. 
By such treatment 
his weight was brought down from 220 to 
150 pounds, He has not improved any for 
me last year. 
His writing U merely a

word's his wife writes tor him. Singularly 
enough, he is able to count, and eau make 
a eood bargain it the transaction takes 
place on the same occasion.

The Mystery of the Skeleton 
County. 
The Sturgeon Bay Expositor publishes 
a lengthy account of developments which 
have followed the discovery of tho skele • 
ton found in Hibbard’s field, at Jackson­ 
port, Door county, from which it appears 
that about 22 years ago a man named H. 
B. Bretboll left Sturgeon Bay, for some 
point north on tho peninsula, and that he 
uever returned. Diligent search made at 
the time failed to throw any light on his 
whereabouts, or to disclose what had been 
his fate. The city of Kenosha offered a 
reward of $000 for the recovery of the 
body and the apprehension of the murder­ 
ers, should he have met with foal play. 
The search and offered reward failed to 
bring to light the body of the missing 
man or the manner of his death. The 
whole matter ha9 been involved in mys­ 
tery to this time. It was known that Mr. 
Brethoif had a considerable sum of money 
upon his person when be left Sturgeon 
Bay, and it was thought probable he had 
been murdered tor his money. It is now 
thought that the skeleton fouud may prove 
to be the remains of the missing mao. It 
would be singular if, after the lapse of 
over twenty years, the finding of a skele­ 
ton should lead to the identification of the 
lost man and to the disclosure of the cause 
and manner of his death, and perhaps it 
he was foully dealt with, to the apprehen­ 
sion of his murderer.
